Of the four millions and a half of money bylaws which the | 
ratepayers are asked to approve on April 6, the largest bylaw of} 
them all does not propose to add one dollar to the expenditure upon 
capital account, but is for the purpose of providing a working capital. 

The necessity for the provision of this working capital will be 
understood by all who é attention to the difficulties into which 
last year’s city administration fell in the effort to estimate tie cost 
of work before the work itself was completed, and the subsequent 
difficulties which ensued when the atlempt was made to apply these 
estimates in the tax levy. 

The system which was attempted last year proposed to sell all 
debentures and to have the actual specific amounts of cash in hand | 
and definitely charged to the specific work before the work was 
commenced. The failure of this system was that in no case did the | 
estimates and the amounts thus raised correspond, and to straighten 
out the tangle which ensued in the assessor’s office is a chore which 
is going to take many men many, months of very hard work. Anothet 
year of this system would have placed the'city’s affairs in such a} 
condition that the best auditors and actuaries in the country could 
not have unravelled the snarl. 

Previous to last year, the system which was followed was to do 
the work first and make the levy afterward, making the levy accord- 
ing to the actual amount which the work had cost. In order to do 
this, however, it was necessary to rely upon the indulgence of some 
bank for a very large overdraft, a procedure which was costly and} 
at all times dangerous, and which the Edmonton ratepayers who were 
here during the year when Major Griesbach attempted to guide the!

Out of this two million dollars’ working capital the work of 
local improvements will be financed. When the work is completed, 
the actual cost figured and the debenture debt against the property 
afiected is fixed, the amount will be restored to the working capital 
fund out of the proceeds of the.sale of debentures floated against the 
local improvement, The procedure is the same as though the city 
had raised an overdraft in the bank, but in this case, instead of being 
dependent upon any bank, the city is its own banker, 

No part of this two million dollars, however, can be counted as 
addition to the capital expenditure, and the Bulletin’s attempt to 
make up a total of eight million dollars by adding this two millions 
to the appropriations is simply malicious falsifying, 

But this is by no means the limit of the Bulletin’s mfsrepresenia- 
lion in the matter of the bylaws. 

In order to reach the eight million total which the Bulletin 
declares is the amount the city commissioners are going to squander 
this year, the Bulletin includes the bylaw for the city’s portion of the 
1913 paving. This bylaw is not to provide for an expenditure by 
this year’s councli, but to set right an injustice perpetrated by last 
year’s council when it changed the system of charging for all im- 
provements so that the entire cost was borne by the abutting pro- 
perty, This is the change which led to the mix-up over tax bills 
last year. The proposal is to now change back to the system which 
was in vogue before Mr. Short came into the city hall, which is to 
charge up 20 per cent. of the cost of improvements and the whole 
of the cost of intersections to general taxation. In order to do this 
it is necessary that a sum of $595,680 be shifted from local improve- 
ment tax to general tax, and every ratepayer who feels that he has! 
been unjustly dealt with by the last year’s system of taxation 
has the opportunity to vote on April 6 for the remedial bylaw which 
Will put this matter right. Other bylaws the last year’s expenditure 
for boulevarding and side-walk construction are being treated in the 
same way. In shifting this charge from local improvement to! 
general tax, however, the city is not assuming a new debt of $595,680, | 
as the Bulletin’s total would appear to indicate, but is simply doing | 
what the bylaw indicates is being done, shifting the charge,

Banker Baker, 74 Today, Has 
$2,500,000 For Each Annum. 


Industry, frugality and temperance, 
so all wealthy men tell us, are the 
stepping stones to success, and, such 
being the case, George Fisher Baker {s 
undoubtedly one of the most in- 
dustrious, frugal and temperate of men. 
The great New York banker and 
financier was born in Troy, N. Y,, 
March 27, 1840, and today, at the be- 


|ginning of his seventy-fifth year on 


earth, the frufts of his industry, 
frugality and temperance are estimated 
at between $175,000,000 and $200,000,000 
in solid cash and Al securities. Mr. 
Baker's holdings cannot be stated. with 
accuracy, as he informed a committee 
of congressional probers that the pub- 
lic had no more right to inquire into 
his bank accounts than to inspect his 
tallor’s bills, Besides being the chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
Kirst National Bank of New York—an 
institution which made $86,000,000 on 
a capital of —$500,000-—the Trojan 
flancier is heavily interested in some 
three-score big transportation, indus- 
trial and financial corporations, and 
head of the Investment concern called 
the Iirst Securities company, He has 
been one of the lenders of the inter- 
locking directorate system by which 
the wealth and industries of the re- 
public. were pldeed so largely under 
the direction of a small group of men, 
including Baker, Morgun, Stillman and 
Willlam Rockefeller, 

Mr. Baker recently announced his 
intention of quitting as many direc- 
torates as would permit him to do so, 
He has held more directorships tn 
powerful corporations than any other 
man in American finance, He has 
been {Influential in the conduct of 29 
railway systems, nine giant banks and 
trust companies, the steel trust, the 
Pullman company, the telephone cor- 
poration, and various public utility 
corporations, 

Mr, Baker was a youth when he 
arrived in New York to win fame and 
fortune, with industry, frugality and 
temperance as his assets. He entered 
the employ of the First National Bank 
and worked his way ‘up to the post of 
cashier, There he looked after a vast 
amount of money, but little of his own.
